Previously, dissatisfied with the first diagnosis, A had written our medical coop 
and asked that it be checked thoroughly and they det an appointment for today with 
a doctor who will decide. I'll be leaving after breakfast. 

All the time I thought my nerves were of iron, except when 1 lost my 
co ol (sorretimes too eeslijO. 1 rarely lose my temper (end I have one), never 
have trouble felling asleep and while I have worries, I didn't think they had 
such suhconscioua influence on me. 

However, if this is tue case, it does not trouble me. ± have found I 
can take care of anything I understand. I’ve had a bad back for 20 years. I’ve 
been s ipposed to wear a brace, etc., and during my military service I even slept 
with it on. I don't know where it is now end once I deeply understood that either 
the back or I would be master it never kept me from doing a single thing - even 
on crutches. So, if this is e nervous disorder, and I am willing to believe it 
can be. I'll handle it. 

I've had experience with a few agents, so when you have the name of 
the one of whom you write, tell me and I’ll tell you if I know anything. I went 
through quite a few, but this subject is unique.

Dear Harold, 

Ve got the roll of pictures developed. All of them turned out — we'll 
have extra copies made of a couple of them and send to you next week. One 
suggestion — when you use that camera it' s better to use the ground glass 
finder, not the sportfinder, because the sportfinder isn't totally 
^accurate on what you have in the frame, and using the ground glass finder 
also enables you to focus better, 

We were both saddened and upset to hear that you'd been sick, although 
I must admit it came as no surprise. I don't think you slept more than 
three hours a night the whole time wex* were there — and although that's 
very good, makes it possible to get a lot of work done, I think in the 
long run it' s self-defeating, because sooner or later that exhaustion 
catches up wilih you, as it did with me last winter. H So here's hoping 
you'll take the warning and slow down a little. 

Everything is up and down here. I've got several possibilities of lawyers 
to represent me here, but it' s been impossible to get everything /sorted 
out. Several people have expressed interest in my U.N. plan, but nothing 
concrete. I supplied some unique information to a guy here who's : writing 
a book about Bob Dylan and has an agent, and he said he'd talk to his 
agent about my writings and see if he could get me an interview, but 
nothing there, either, just yet.
